NOTIFICATION 

JVeto Delhi, the 14 th July 1071 

Cf.B.R. 1049 . — In exercise of the powers conferred ’by section 7 of the Indian 
Telegraph Act, 1885 (13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Telegraph (Ninth Amendment) 
Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st August, 1071. 

2. In the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1051, (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), in rule 2. — 

(1) . for clause (11), the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(11) Private wires are those which connect two subscribers through a 
departmental exchange system whether a private wire relay set is 
installed at the exchange or not and are not connected to the local 
telephone system and to the general trunk net work.”; 

(2) after clause (yy), the following clause shall he inserted, namely:— 

"(zz) Non-exchange lines are those which connect two subscribers without 
any departmental exchange intervening.” 
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3. In rule 434 of the said rules, — 

(a) In Section IX — 

(i) for the heading “Charges for Private wires (or non-exchange fines)’*, 
the following heading shall be substituted, namely;— 

“Charges for Private Wires.” 

<ii) for items 1 and 3, the following items shall be substituted, namely; —

Provided that for an external private wire which lies entirely within the sub* 
scriber’s premises and no portion of which crosses a public road, the charges shall 
be Rs. 200 for the 1st Km. (without x-elay set) and Rs. 250 for the 1st Km. (with 
relay set) and Rs. 50 for each additional Km. or part thereof". 

"(3)(i) The chargeable distance of private wires in cases where the subscribers 
are connected through the same exchange shall be the sum of the radial, distances 
of the subscribers to the exchange concerned. 


(11) Where the subscribers are connected through more than one exchange, 
the chargeable distance shall be the sum of the radial distances of the subscribers 
to their respective exchanges plus the radial distance between the two terminal 

exchanges." 

(b) after Section IX. the following Section shall he Inserted, namely: —

Provided that a non-exchange line which lies entirely within the subscriber's 
premises and no portion of which crosses a public road, the rental shall be Rs. 200 
per annum for the first kilometre and Rs. 50 per annum for each additional 
kilometre or fraction thereof.” 

2. For non exchange lines exceeding five kilometres, special rates of rental 
shall ordinarily be charged. In cases where the facility is provided by utilNing 
existing wires or cable conductors, rental shall be charged at the rate prescribed 
above. 

3, The chargeable distance shall be the radial distance between the two points 
to fee connected.”
